Got Their Gasoline by Bobsled—

by Gun Signals Only.

(Associated Press.})—Squadrons of Amer- 





me ican-mannefi tanks, operating for the 


first time on a large scale in the attack 
on the St. Mihiel salient, played an im- 


| portant and dramatic part in the defeat 


of the Germans. 

Divided into brigades—light, interme- 
diate, and heavy—the tanks swung out 
on the field of battle immediately after 
the barrage. Before the day ended they 
had entered the villages of Nonsard, 
Pannes, Lamarche, and Beney ‘consid- 
erably ahead of the infantry. 

Early in the action difficulty was ex- 
perienced in getting to the:front suffi+ 
cient gasoline, although a great fleet of 
gasoline’ tanks had been preparéd to 
carry. supplies.

Serge Prokofieff “Says Musicians 
Are Still Active’ in His Land. 


Sergé Prokofieff, said to be among 
Russia's most promising composers since 
Stravinsky, and just arrived in New 
York trom’ Petrograd, told yesterday at 
the home of Adolf Bolm, the Russian 
dancer, at 15 East Fifty-ninth Street, 
some of his experiences in leaving the 
land now ruled by the Bolsheviki.

PLANS TO COMBAT DISEASE 


New York Health Commissioner 
Says Department is Ready 
Should Outbreak Come.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—That the 
outbreaks of Spanish influenza, which 
have given army -officials some con- 
cern, may have. been started by German 
agents who were put ashore from a sub- 
marine, was the belief <¢xpressed today 
by Lieut. Col. Phillip S. Doane, head 
of the Health and Sanitation Section of 
the Emergency Fleet Corporation. 

* It is quite possible that the epidemic 
was started by Huns sent ashore by 
boche submarine commanders,”’ he said. 
*“We know that men have been ashore 
from German submarine boats, for they 
have been in New York and other 
places: It would be quite easy for one 
of these Gérman agents to turn loose 
Spanish influenza serms in a theatre 
or some other place wheré large num- 
bers of persons are assembled. 

‘The Germans have started epidemics 
in Europe, and there is no reason why 
they should be particularly gentle with 
America. Of course, there is-no way 
of proving that the disease was started 
here by German submarine agents, but 
it is well within the range of possi- 
bility.”’ 

A program of prevention was started 
today in all the Eastern Shipyards. 
Colonel Doane sent hia staff physician, 
Dr. W. ¥. Coon. to Boston to take 
charge of the situatfon and instructed 
C. W. Turner, his sanitary cngineer, to 
ask the port authorities of that city to 
examine ail passengers of incoming 
ships. All shipyards on the Bast ceast 
and in the Great Lakes region have re- 
ceived instructions as to methods of 
combating the disease, 

Surgeon General Rupert Blue of the 
Public Health Service telegraphed today 
to health officers in different parts of 
the count to repor: all cases of Span- 
ish influenza. No report had been made, 
General Blue said tonight, on the three 
eases that developed in New York to- 
day. These and other cases that may 
develop there are expected to be re- 
ported, however, under the request tel- 
egraphed today.

That 
ig the meaning of The Associated 
Press dispatch from Washington pub- 
lUghed yesterday in which it was said 
that, if Austria now makes another 
move by offering to restrict the dis- 
eussion ‘*‘ to the principles laid down 
** by President Wi_tson as the only 
** basis of peace,’’ it would be de- 
manded that as an evidence of good 
‘faith she and her allies would have to 
give pledges that would leave no doubt 
about the matter.” We quote from the 
Washington dispatch of The Asso- 
elated Press: 

It was said authoritatively today 
that such a proposition undoubtedly 
would be accepted. But this state- 
ment was accompanied by a signifi- 
cant reminder of conditions which 
Must be met preliminary to any such 
discussion. These are that the Cen- 
tral Powers 
Must withdraw completely from all 
eccupied territory in France and Bel- 
gium, Italy, Russia, and Serbia. 

The Germans must drop the subter- 
fuge of the Brest-Litovsk treaty made 
by Germany with Russian agents 
hired to betray their country. 

They must loosen their hold upon 
the wheat fields of Ukrainia and the 
il wells of Serbia and Russia. 

And all this must be done before 

America would consent to talk of

These are conditions which THE

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HOLDING GERMANY AND POUND- 
ING HER. 

The guns of the fortress of Metz 
are in action. Thus far has the first 
initiative of the American Army pro- 
ceeded in the making of history: It is 
a long way to the taking of Metz, per- 
haps; but it is not a long way to the 
artillery command of the Briey coal 
field by the allied forces. That would 
not be so spectacular a victory as the 
capture of Metz, but, continued 
through the Winter, it would be a real 
and heavy disaster to the enemy. 

Even if the American attack had 
had no such object, it would still have 
served Focnu’s general purpose of 
striking the enemy from every point 
of the compass, so as to weaken his 
strength and make it impossible for 
him to reinforce any threatened point. 
Today, for instance, Haic is pushing 
his advance toward St. Quentin, Man- 
GIN is before Malmaison, and the Ser- 
bians and French are climbing the 
Macedonian ridges. Perhaps there 
are Bulgarians on the west front, per- 
haps not; but if there are, no more 
will be sent there, and if there are 
not, none at ali will be sent there. 
In whatever direction LUDENDORFF 
casts his eyes for help, a new attack 
from the Allies immediately. begins. 
Even the minor operations of the Ital- 
ians inthe Brenta Valley are suffi- 
cient to worry the Austrians into 
keeping their forces where they are, 
and may have been begun in re- 
sponse to the news that Austrians 
were going to the French fronts. 

What success we are achieving in 
the Far East is less easy to find out 
but of one thing we may be sure, the 
Bolsheyist reports of defeats inflicted 
on the Allies are made out of whole 
cloth. All the trustworthy news we 
receive ‘points to the redemption of 
Western Siberia. Meanwhile, even 
the Bolsheviki admit their’ defeat on 
the Archangel front, though why they 
should tell the truth in this one in- 
stance must remain for the present 
an inscrutable mystery.

transportation. That last item means 
simply that as Germany’s.man power 
fails the.man power of the.

On the defensive everywhere, and 
now plainly unable to regain the of- 
fensive anywhere from: lack of men, 
this Washington item is not the least 
significant one in the catalogue of 
Germany’s troubles. She knows what 
has happened to her in 1918, and by 
reading the Washington news she can 
form an estimate of what will happen 
to her in 1919.

Mr. ALEXANDER Konta’s letter to The 


World expressing approval of Presi- 
dent. Witson’s answer to  Austria- 
Hungary. “The time has clearly 
“ arrived,” he says, “ when the people 
“of Hungary and all Hungarians in 
“ America must realize that no- peace 
“ proposals emanating from Hapsburg 
“ bootlickers ‘will ever be seriously 
“ considered by the Allies, whose sole 
“aim.and purpose from the béginning 
“has been to remove once and forever 
“the foul source from which the 
“ calamity of the present world con- 
“ flict sprang. They must realize that 
“the days of Hohenzollerns and Haps- 
“burgs, of broken oaths and secret 
“ diplomacy, are at an end.” 

And, further, “All ‘Hungarians 
“* #* * wish the Czechs all luck in 
“the splendid cause for which they 
“are fighting. To the Slovaks, who 
“have been their brethren for a thou- 
“sand years, they cry ‘ Godspeed! ’ 
“For all Hungarians know that if 
“ self-government and independence 
“are to be the reward of those liberty- 
‘loving peoples, then the same re- 
‘* ward cannot be denied to Hungary 
‘* itself.’’ 

The point is that the views ex- 
pressed in his letter are quite accu- 
rate, and that they have hardly ever 
been heard heretofore from leaders of 
the Hungarian population in this 
country. One Hungarian, Mr. EUGENE 
S. BaGceR, has written much in Amer- 
ica to the effect that the oligarchy 
which rules Hungary is as detrimental 
to the real interests of the Hungarian 
people as to those of the Slav races 
subjected to the Magyars, and that if 
this oligarchy were overthrown, if 
Hungary were democratized and re- 
duced .to the districts inhabited by 
Magyars, it would be quite possible 
for the Magyars to live together in 
amity with the newly made Slav 
States around them. 

But the principal voices ' among 
4 Hungarian-Americans ” have pro- 
tested against any such ideas. 
STEPHEN Tisza and the rest of the 
ruling’ class of Hungary have. con- 
vinced the bulk of the people that the 
interests of people and oligarchy are 
one, but there is a considerable and 
apparently a growing opposition. It 
can hardly be doubted that most of the 
Hungarian population in this country 
is in very little sympathy with the 
aristocratic fire-eaters who have 
turned the country over to Prussia, 
but’ most of their ‘spokesmen have.in 
the past stood on the side of Tisza 
and done their best to -persuade the 
American people that the war is be- 
ing fought to preserve Hungarian lib- 
erties, one of which was the rixht to 
oppress the Slavs and’ Rumanians. 

Now a great many people in the 
allied countries, and this includes most 
of the leaders of. those, Slavs whom 
the professional ‘Magyars hate -.so 
enthusiastically, think that complete 
allied victory will serve the true in- 
terests of the Hungarian people, just 
as in the long run it will serve the 
true interests of the German people. 
Most of the Slav leaders believe that 
an independent Magyar State reduced 
to its natural boundaries and deprived 
of the territories occupied by the 
races now oppressed could live in har- 
mony with its Slav neighbors either in 
a Danubian confederacy such as was 
talked of years ago, or in a greater 
League of Nations, But among Mag- 
yars living in America, to whom such 
ideas ought to come more easily than 
to their compatriots at home, few but 
extreme radicals have heretofore held 
this view. Hence the tmportance of 
this repudiation of the jingoes by a 
man of Mr. KonTa’s prominence. His 
picture of Magyars calling “ God- 
speed!’’ to the Slovaks, ‘‘ their breth- 
ren for a thousand years,” shows 
which way the wind blows. Magyar- 
Americans are beginning to fall into 
line; and, as in the case of the -Ger- 
man-Americans, it will probably be 
discovered that the rank and file 


were in line long before their leaders.

A KNOWLEDGE OF GERMAN 


Found Most Useful in Diplomatic 
Work—English in Germany. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Permit me to offer a few words of ap- 
proval of a letter in your issue of Sept. 
14 on ‘‘ Fourteen States Bar German.” 
In moments of stress it is perhaps natu- 
ral that indignation, ,sincere and right- 
eous, may. overleap itself. The Ameri- 
cans can afford to neglect no foreign 
language; and to refuse to make our- 
selves. masters of the language of our 
enemies is as illogical as it is imprac- 
tical. Are we to set up, through a mis- 
taken ‘patriotism which in the end will 
prove unpatriotic, an American expur- 
gatorial index that will ‘‘ bar’’ Goethe 
and Héine and Novalis and Jean Paul 
Richter? Somebody will, similarly, pro- 
pose that we shall cease to hear Wag- 
ner and try to arrange the ‘‘ Blue Dan- 
ube ’’ and ‘‘ Die Lorelei’’ for ragtime! 

Our enemies know better than that; 
you may be sure that English and 
French will not be neglected in Ger- 
many.. When all Berlin was singing 
the Hymn of Hate and ‘strafing ’’ 
England, The Times of London and even 
The National Review were displayed in 
the hotels and Shakespeare played to 
crowded houses. The Germans wanted 
to know more of the psychology of their 
foes. 

PersonaHy speaking, if I had not had 
a smattering of the German language 
and the voluntary’ assistance of Mr. 
Knapp of the Otis Blevator Company, 
who had ‘left Berlin, (when I say ‘‘ as- 
sistance ’’ I mean much more than the 
word implies in mentioning this most 
competent and unselfish gentleman,) the 
synopsis of the reports from the German 
daily -papers, which our State.

Armor 
was placed atop of their car to protect 
the occupants. from bullets. As the 
roads leading from the Dutch siae are 
barricaded, the Germans in this case 
took the car through woods, smashed 
a wooden fence, between sentry posts, 
and finally made the run to-the Ger- 
man side under fire from the Holland 
guards, 

** Practically all resentment over ‘the 
seizure by us of Dutch ships has dis- 
appeared, and the people. Papi ode are 
pronounced for the -alliéd. cause, - but 
Holland’s position continues to be a 
very difficult one, and one which re- 
quires the most skillful diplomacy.

Retiring Consul, General Says South 
America Stands with Wilson. 


The Bolivian ‘Club of America gave ay 
luncheon at the. Bankers’ Club yester- 
day in honor of the retiring Bolivian 
Consul General, Adolfo Ballivian, who 
has been appointed Bolivian Minister to 
England. The occasion was also one of 
welcome to the newly appointed Consul 
General to New York, Dr. José Manuel 
Gutierrez, who was formerly Secrétary 
of Commerce of Bolivia. 

Mr, Ballivian’ said he was sorry to 
have -to leave after seven years’ resi- 
dence here. ‘*‘ When ‘we from Latin 
America : are RWwaY. from ‘the United 
States,’’ he added, ‘‘ we always desire 
to come back to thts great country and 
again confirm the impression we have 
of your institutions and your people. 

‘“* When the United States entered the 
war,’’ Mr. Ballivian said, ‘‘and pre- 
sented to.the ‘world the altruistic prin- 
ciples for which:.it stands—f reedom, 
liberty, and, -equality—it evoked '* the 
oon applause ‘from the peoples of 

tin America... You may he sure that 

all Latin American countries have re- 
sponded to: these principies,.and-it'is a, 
source, of pride with every Bolivian 
that his country was the first after 
yours to sever diplomatic relations with 
Germany. We all trust. that the war 
will end in the way so nobly pointed 
out by President Wilson.’ 

Dr, Gutierrez, who followed, declared 
that at this: time it was ‘* most neces- 
sary we should all work for closer, 
union.’’

TELLS OF TORPEDOED SHIP. 


The Mount Vernon Saved by Skill 
of Engineer, Says Passenger. |

VERONA, N. J., Sept. 18.—Details of 
the torpedoing of the transport Mt. 
Vernon were given today by a passen- 
ger, the Rev. Nelson B. Chester, pastor 
of the Caldwell ‘Presbyterian Church, 
who arrived last night ‘after spending 
several months at the front in France 
as a Y. M. C. A. Secretary.

Sanitary Superintendent nor his deputies ; 


are new appointees, of course. They 
are provided for by the city charter. 

‘* When a matter requiring the especial 
and particular attention of a certain 
bureau. comes up, the, Director of the 
bureau m ygnror a with the Sanitary Super- 
intendent and recommends a course of 
action. If the Sanitary Superintendent 
and bureau director cannot agred, the 
matter is referred to the‘ Commissioner 
for final decision. When the course of 


action has been decided on, it is reported ' 


to the proper Assistant Sanitary Super- 
intendent to be carried out. That is all 
there is to the new plan.”’ 

When Dr. Lee K. Frankel, Medical 
Director of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company, was. asked what he 
thought of the plan, he said: 

‘“*I am inclined to the opinion that it 
is a step in the right direction. It has 
this to recommend it, it conforms strict- 
ly to the provisions of the city charter 
and the sanitary code. Furthermore, it 
conforms to.~the plan on which every 
great business is run. There is a central 
authority with assistants in the main 
office and territorial assistants, For in- 
stance, the medical department of a life 
insurance eompany is:a department of 
experts, like the heads of the Health 
Department bureaus, but, in many cases 
taken up by them, they act in an ad- 
visory capacity. Their decision is not 
final and should not be. 

“This, as I undefstand it, is what 
Dr. Copeland has done, and all that he 
has done. If that be true, I think he 
has, in theory, done a good job. Whether 
the theory will work wel in practice 
depends entirely on the ability of those 
who carry it out. That is up to Dr. 
Copeland. I assume that he, like every 
other boss, will remove incompetents 
when and where he finds them.”

| Delegations’ from Largest Cities 


Meet Capital Issnes Commit- 
tee at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—A_ delega- 
tion of leading bankers from New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Chi- 
cago, Cleveland and other cities con- 
ferred today with the Capital Issues 
Committee to discuss methods for fur- 
ther restricting credit for essential war. 


| purposes and enlarging the committee’s 


function to include supervision of bank 
loans for construction at similar capi- 
tal purposes. 

The bankers were told that the com- 
mittee would consider carefully ell sug- 
gestions before promulgating regula- 
tions requiring banks and borrowers to 
obtain the committee’s approval before 
making a loan of more than $100,000 for 
construction purposes. The Federal Re- 
servé Board is now discussing methods 
of aiding the committee to put into ef- 
fect the restriction of bank loans. 


The delegation of New York bankers 
which conferred yesterday with the 
Capital Issues Committee in Washing- 
ton consisted of James S. Alexander, 
of the National Bank of Commerce; 
Charles V. Rich, of the National City 
Bank; Charles H. Sabin, of the Guar- 
ianty Trust Company; Albert H. Wig- 
{ gin, of the Chase National Bank, and 
Pierre Jay, Chairman of the Federal 
' Reserve Bank of New York. 

It was announced six weeks ago in 
Washington that the Capital Issues 
Committee, which has .been passing 
upon. applications for new issues of 
; stocks, bonds and notes, planned to ex- 
tend its field of activity by reviewing 
bank loans of $100,000 and more made 
for capital ag sag ot About two weeks 
ago Frederic H. Curtiss, Chairman of 
the Boston District Capital Issues Com- 
mittee, sent out a letter to banks and 
trust companies in his district request- 
ing them ‘to advise their customers that 
in cases beer they apply b ns pant 
loans for capital purposes y 8 
first communicate with the local Capi- 
tal Issues Committee. 

It is understood here that -the New 
York bankers vigorously. opposed -the 
extension of the reviewing powers of 
the local committee to bank loans, They 
take the position that right along they 
have been doing everything in- their 
power to curtail the volumc of loans; 
that they have consisien.viy discouraged 
their clients from borrowing money for 
purposes which appeared to be not ab- 
solutely essential for the prosecution of 
the war, and that the compulsion of 
submitting loan applications to a com- 
mittee would oeed cosly éause a consid- 
erable amount of trouble and inconven- 
lence, - 

In the opinion é6f the leading bankers, 
the object sought to be acoome ie can 
best be attained by givi ng the banks 
freedom and trusting to their patriotism 
and honor that they will not grant loans 
for capital purposes where such loans 
are not absolutely necessary. e re- 
quest to co-operate with the Capital Is- 
sues Committee dlong those lines—*a re- 
quest which has already been made by 
the main committee of the Federal Re- 
serve Board—is believed to be sufficient.

Editor of Le Nacion. 


DOUBTS AFTER-WAR RIVALRY | pot: 


Foreign. Investments, He Belleves, 
Will Keep Down .Competi- 
tion In- His Country. - 


Jorge Mitre, editor and publisher of 
La Nacitén of Buenos Airés, speaking 
yesterday at the luncheon conference of 
the American Manufacturers’ Export 
Association in the Hotel McAlpin, told 
the 250 representatives of big. export 
busiriess present that the slogan ‘‘ Trade 
Folljws the Flag,”’ had not: given way 
to ‘‘ Trade Follows Investment.’’ Sefior 
Mitre, who was the guest of honor, was 
introduced by George Edward Smith,. 
President of the association. 

The Argentine editor and publicist 
spoke on ‘‘ The Diplomacy of Com- 
merce,’’ ‘particularly the matter of com- 
mercial and financial intercourse be- 
tween the United States and Argentina 
after the war. i 

‘‘It is beyond question,’’ Mr. Mitre 
said, ‘“‘ that the Argentine Republic of- 
fers a remarkable field for American 
commerce and enterprise, but :the real 
problem for you is how it best can be 
adapted to suitable development and 
conquest’ by American manufacturers. 
To extend or even retain the existing 
volume of trade after the war necessi- 
tates something more than an immediate 
study of Argentina’s industrial needs. 
It is the study of the conditions prece- 
dent to the establishment of a perma- 
nent control over the international cur- 
rents of commerce that calls for the 
closest attention and consideration. 

* Trade Based on Investment. 

“The after-the-war competition of the 
great exporting countries of the world 
will perhaps be keener in South Amer- 
ica than elsewhere; but, in my view, 
the effects of that condition will be less 
marked in the Argentine Republic than 
is popularly supposed in. the United 
States, owing chiefly to the fact that 
there are vested interests which cannot 
easily be disturbed.’’ 

Mr. Mitre then went on to show how 
Great Britain and Germany through 
their investments in Argentina, prior 
to the war, created a self-sustained de- 
mand for merchandise from the coun- 
tries so investing. 

*“* Glance, for a moment,’’ he said, ‘‘ at 
the well defined circumstances which’ 
led _to the commercial supremacy of 
Gréat -Britain.in my country; to the 
gradual extension of the trade with 
Germany, with Belgium, and even “with 
Holland, before the outbreak of war. 
Such an examination would demonstrate 
that in each of these cases’ the:trade 
increased in a ratio corresponding to 
the investment of capital in new in- 
dustrial, financial, and commercial en- 
‘terprises which themsétives became local 
sources of supply and demand. That is 
ho mere* assumption, as statistics: re- 
lating to Argentine commerce will show 
that the trade of each: foreign country 


|up to 1914 was exactly in proportion 


to its. respective capital investment.” 
As an example of the valué of. foteizn 
investments in Argentina, Mr. “Mitre 


cited the British-owned railroads in that]. 


country. When rails or rolling stock 
needed replacement, orders for the new 


material were always placed in Eng-| 


land unless abnormal conditions pre- 
vented. ‘Simtiarly, the British. railroads 
in Argentina’ turned to the. English 
banks in Buenos Aires to meet their 
financial requirements. 


'Lakge Importing Agencies European. 


This illustration, he said, ‘applied with 
equal force to other forms of industry 
and to other countries, especially when 
it was remembered that all the large 
importing agencies of Argentina are Eu- 
ropean, and would naturally trade with 
their own countries unless—as during 
the war—compelled, by force of circum- 
Stances, to buy in foreign markets. 

The editor pointed out that the secur- 
ity afforded foreign capital under the 
Argentine laws had resulted in Great 
Britain Mf $2,080 000 One there to the 
extent of before the war, 
and added a Engl and was preparing 
the way to obfain additional interests. 

In conclusion, Mr. Mitre said the solu- 
tion of the trade problem between the 
two countries-would not be found alone 
in the e of = quupeticeniom, but 
rather tha’ inter-Americanism,

tirely different from that which may be 
regarded as continental in purpose.’’
